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THE   POLLARD   FAMILY. 

The  families  of  Pollard  in  America  are  descended  from  at  least  two  New  England 
stocks.  Savage*  mentions  three  early  settlers  of  this  name,  one  of  whom,  George  Pollard 
of  Salem  (whose  will  was  proved  31  Jan.  1G4G),  probably  left  no  descendants. 

William  Pollard  of  Boston  had  a  large  family  among  whom  were  the  following 
sons: — 1.  John,  1G44,  who  had  William,  1G7 1,  John,  1G73,  and  Samuel,  1630;  2.  Samuel, 
1G-1G;    3.    William,  1G53,,  who  had  William,  1G90;    4.  Joseph,  1057;    5.   Benjamin,  1GG3; 

G.  Jonathan,  1GG6,  who  had  Benjamin,   1696;  and  7.  David,  1GG8.     Ann ,  wife  of 

this  William  Pollard  was  the  girl  who  was  in  the  first  boat  that  crossed  Charles  River  in 
1630  to  what  is  now  Boston,  and  was  the  first  to  jump  ashore.  Her  portrait  painted  in 
1721  at  the  age  of  100  is  preserved  in  the  collection  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society,  and  a  print  of  it  appeared  in  Harper's  Weekly  some  years  ago.  We  have  not 
attempted  to  trace  the  later  history  of  this  branch  of  the  family,  which,  so  far  as  records 
show,  is  not  related  to  our  own. 

The  second  New  England  famity  of  Pollard  is  that  descended  from  Thomas  Pollard 
who  settled  in  Billerica  in  1G92.  Of  this  family,  Savage,f  after  naming  the  children, 
remarks:  "  We  must  in  vain  regret  that  dates  are  not  given."  Later  investigations  by 
Hazen  \  and  others  have  brought  to  light  the  records  of  the  earl}'  generations,  from  which 
we  have  been  able  to  trace  the  relation  of  our  own  branch  of  the  family  which  migrated 
from  New  England  early  in  the  present  century.  From  the  place  of  settlement  and 
sojourn  of  the  early  family  we  may  speak  of  this  branch  of  the  family  a? 

THE  BILLERICA  POLLARDS. 

The  early  members  of  this  family,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  belonged  to  the  honest 
yeomanry  of  New  England.  Industrious,  intelligent  and  patriotic,  they  formed  a  part  of 
that  strong  middle  class  from  which  has  originated  much  of  the  brain  and  brawn  that  has 
effected  the  later  development  of  the  country.  From  early  times  the  family  has  mani- 
fested a  militai}7  spirit.  Thomas  Pollard,  the  first  of  the  name  in  America,  was  in  the 
Indian  wars' early  in  the  eighteenth  century;  numerous  descendants  weie  in  the  French 
and  Indian  War  and  the  Revolution,  and  the  first  man  to  fall  at  Bunker  Hill  was  a 
member  of  the  Pollard  family.  Nor  was  the  ancient  spirit  lacking  when  the  Rebellion  of 
1SGI  broke  out.  Among  the  members  of  the  gallant  Seve  ith  Regiment  that  left  New 
York  to  follow  the  Sixth  Massachusetts  to  the  front,  there  was  one  who  bore  the  name 
of  Pollard,  and  eight  in  whose  veins  the  blood  of  Jonathan  Pollard  flowed,  served  iu  the 
rank  and  file  of  the  army  of  the  Republic  that  saved  the  nation  from  disunion. 

A  desire  to  place  the  record  of  one  branch  of  the  famiky  in  permanent  form  has 
resulted  in  the  present  publication.  It  has  been  gathered  during  minutes  of  recreation 
taken  from  a  busy  life,  and  has  proved  a  labor  of  love.  It  is  hoped  that  the  descendants 
who  are  still  living  will  derive  as  much  pleasure  and  feel  as  much  pride  in  reading  the 
records  of  their  ancestry  as  the  compiler  has  experienced  in  searching  them  out  from  the 
musty  archives.

I.     ANCESTRY  OF  JONATHAN  POLLARD  OF  NEW  BRAINTREE, 
MASSACHUSETTS. 

William  Pollard1  of  Coventry,  Warwickshire,  England  is  the  earliest  ancestor  to 
whom  we  can  trace  our  line  in  America.  So  far  as  we  know  he  lived  and  died  at  that 
place  during  the  latter  part  of  the  seventeenth  century.  A  search  of  the  parish 
records  in  Coventry  will  probably  yield  some  facts  concerning  him.  It  is  known 
that  he  married  Mary  Farmer,  daughter  of  John  Farmer  and  Isabella  his  wife*'  of 
Ansley  in  the  same  county.     Nothing  is  known  of  his  family  except  the  following  son. 

Thomas  Pollard"  (  William1)?  was  the  first  of  this  line  who  lived  in  America.  He 
removed  to  Billericat  in  the  province  of  Massachusetts  Bay  about  1G92  "and  purchased 
the  place  and  'right'  which  had  been  William  Hale's  near  the  fordway,  and  received 
in  1708  a  grant  of  thirty  acres  between  the  road  to  the  fordway  and  the  road  which 
turns  east  from  it."  In  November  of  that  year  he  married  Sarah,  daughter  of  Edward 
Farmer  J  who  was  a  brother  of  Mary  Farmer  mentioned  above.  Thomas  Pollard 
and  his  wife  were,  therefore,  own  cousins ;  their  children  born  at  Billerica  are  as 
follows :

v.  William,  b.  3  Au».  1698.  Nothing  further  is  known  of  him  except  his  signature  at 
the  settlement  of  his  father's  estate,  1724. 

vi.     John,  b.  1  Sept.  1699.     (See  page  3). 

vii.     Sarah,  b.  16  Feb.  1700-1 ;  d.  3  March  following. 

viii.  Joseph,  b.  3  May  1702;  m.  Abigail  Hill  and  lived  in  Nottingham,  N.  II.,  Westford, 
Mass.  and  finally  New  Ipswich,  N.  H,  where  he  d.  1780  ??. 

ix.      Oliver,  b.  23  July  1703  ;  m.  17  Feb.  1735-6  Hannah  Hill  and  lived  in  Bedford.! 

sr.       Sarah,  b.  21  Dec.  1705  ;  m.  Richard  Hall. 

xi.      Nathaniel,  b.  18  Oct.  1706;   m.  Mary  and  lived  in  Billerica.'';! 

xii.  James,  b.  5  Oct.  1708 ;  m.  Abigail  Chamberlain  of  Chelmsford  and  lived  in  West- 
ford,  Mass. 

xiii.    Walter,  b.  28  Dec.  1709 ;  m.  9  Sept.  1735  Dorothy  Danforth. 

xiv.    Elizabeth,  b.  5  Mar.  1712-13.

"  Mrs.  Isabell  Wizwall  was  wife  of  John  Farmer  of  Ansley  in  the  County  of  Warwickshire  and  came  to 
this  country  with  some  of  her  children  after  his  death  which  occurred  prior  to  1669.  It  appears  from 
original  papers  that  she  was  sister  to  liev.  Thomas  Muston  of  Wykin  and  afterwards  of  Brlnklow,  Eng- 
land. She  married  Mr.  Thomas  Wiswall  whence  she  acquired  the  name.'"  She  died  at  Billerica,  Mass., 
21  March  ir>0.- 

t  Billerica  Is  a  small  town  located  about  twenty  miles  north-we-t  of  Boston.  It  was  originally  a 
part  of  Cambridge  from  which  it  was  set  olf  as  a  distinct  town  in  1G55.

?  Kd\\  aid.  his  only  son,  (1733-1814)  was  a  soldier  in  the  Involution.  Of  his  four  grandsons,  bearing 
his  name,  Kdwanl  and  Jeremiah  lived  in  Vermont,  and  Jonathan  and  William  lived  in- Billerica.  A 
grandson  of  Jonathan.  Rev.  George  Adams  Pollard  (Bowdoin  issi)  was  a  Missionary  A.  B.  C  F,  M.  in 
Asiatic  Turkey  1S56-1S67,  and  now  lives  at  Grand  Kapids,  Mich.  « 

SS  He  had  two  sons,  Joseph  and  Solomon.  From  the  former,  who  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  has 
descended  Hon.  James  A.  Pollard  oi  \\  iudsor,  Vt.,  for  m  my  years  Superintendent  of  the  Vermont  State 
Prison. 

ii  The  will  of  an  Oliver  Pollard  of  Bedford  proved  1S31  is  recorded  in  the  Middlesex  Probate. 

P,  Bis  family  consisted  of  three  sons  and  four  daughters.  His  son  Benjamin  was  one  of  the  minute 
men  at  Lexington,  and  later  served  at  Saratoga  and  Bennington. 


xv.  Benjamin,  b.  18  Oct.  1715  ;  "Ye  tenth  son"  as  the  records  say.  Nothing  further  is 
known  of  him  except  that  he  was  probably  the  Benjamin  Pollard  who  served  at 
Crown  Point  1758-9. 

Thomas  Pollard  served  in  the  Indian  wars  (1706);  two  and  possibly  three  of  his  sons 
and  four  grandsons  were  in  the  service  during  the  wars  with  the  French  and  Indians; 
and  four  grandsons  and  at  least  four  great-grandsons  were  in  the 'Revolutionary  war. 
Thomas  Pollard  died  intestate*  4  April  1724.  A  little  more  than  a  year  later  his  wife 
Sarah  died  (3  May  1725). 

John  Pollard3  {Thomas,'  William'1),  was  born  at  Billerica,  Mass.,  1  Sept.  1090.  He 
was  married  three  times  as  follows  :  —  (1)  27  Sept.  1728  to  Mary,  daughter  of  Isaac  and 
Mary  (Meriam)  Stearns +  who  bore  him  six  children  and  died  IS  Aug.  1738;  (2)  14 
Sept.  1741  to  Alice,  widow  of  Isaac  Stearns  2nd  who  bore  him  three  children  and 
died  4  Nov.  1750;  (3)  20  Mar.  1702  to  Susanna  Baldwin  who  survived  him.  From  a 
statement  made  in  the  settlement  of  his  father's  property  we  conclude  that  he  was  a 
cooper  by  trade  as  was  his  elder  brother  Edward.  At  the  ''rating"  of  the  Billerica 
meeting  house  in  1730  he  was  located  "third  seate  below"  or  next  to  the  gentlemen. J 
His  tax  for  minister's  rate  was  10s.  3d.  on  the  list  for  1733  and  9s.  4d.  I  far.  for  1755 
which  was  considerably  higher  than  those  of  his  brothers  Edward,  Nathaniel  and 
Walter.     His  children  were  as  follows:  — 

i.       John,  b.  24  June  1729.     (See  page  5). 

ii.  Jonathan,  b.  13  May  1731;  m.  30  Mar.  1758  Olive  White  by  whom  he  had  nine 
children  all  but  two  of  whom  died  in  earl}7  childhood.  He  was  a.  soldier  in  the 
French  and  Indian  wars.  The  settlement  of  his  estate  in  1806  (Middlesex  Probate 
Records  No.  12,596)  closes  the  record  of  the  male  line  of  this  family. 

iii.  Solomon,  b.  15  Oct.  1732;  m.  11  Dec.  1755  Hannah  Danforth,  by  whom  he  had 
seven  children,  among  them -Isaac  and  Francis  who  had  families  in  Billerica.  He 
was  in  the  French  and  Indian  war,  served  at  Bunker  Hill  and  was  in  the  service 
as  late  as  1779;  he  was  latterly  referred  to  as  ''Captain."  His  estate  was  settled 
in  1803. 

iv.      Mary,  b.  1  Apr.  1734;  d.  25  May  1736. 

v.  Asa,  b.  15  Nov.  1735.  Served  as  a  soldier  at  Crown  Point  1755-6  and  in  the  Lake 
Champlain  campaign  of  175S-9;  was  the  first  man  killed  at  the  battle  of  Bunker 
Hill,  17  June  1775.? 


*The  settlement  of  Jits  property  devolved  upon  bis  oldest  son  Edward.  Among  the  interesting 
papers  connected  with  the  settlement  and  preserved  in  the  Middlesex  Probate  Kecords  (No.  12,600)  are 
Inventories  of  the  estate,  selections  ot  guardians  for  the  minor  children,  and  a  receipt  signed  by  the 
widow,  and  the  children  Edward,  Barbary  [sic]  William,  John.  Josep,  [sic]  and  Oliver,  and  by  represen- 
tatives ot  the  remaining  children.  Among  the  items  in  i lie  list  of  expenses  are  "Funeral  charges  for 
father  23X  5s.  9d."    "Funeral  charges  for  mother  15.£  15s.  4d.  6  far." 

England,  who  crime 
to  America  ifi;j.<>  and  settled  in  Watertown,  Mass.  Mary  Merriam  was  the  grandaughter  or  Joseph  Mer- 
rlam  who  came  to  this  country  from  Hadlow,  County  Kent,  England.  Her  father's  tombstone  is  the 
Oldest  In  the  Concord  churchyard.  Her  maternal  grandfather  was  Dea.  Gregory  stone  who  came  to 
America  1C35  and  was  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  and  one  ot  the  Deacons  of  the  first 
church  in  that  place,  of  which  the  ISev.  Thomas  Shepard  was  pastor. 

tin  early  New  England  the  distinctions  of  rank'  were  clearly  defined  and  sedulously  maintained. 
Two  classes  existed  in  every  town  and  In  the  mention  of  a  man  the  records  clearly  state  in  each  case 
whether  he  was  "gentleman"'  or  simply  "yeoman.''  The  former  were  further  distinguished  by  " Mr." 
which  appears  in  public,  private  and  monumental  records.  Tne  latter  were  addressed  as  "  Goodman." 
This  early  distinction  was  maintained  as  latr-  as  1793  as  seen  In  the  document  that  appears  on  p.  5. 
The  church  goers  were  frequently  sealed  in  church  according  to  secular  rank. 

Sin  a  letter  describing  the  events  of  the  bat  le  Col.  Win.  Prescott  says  of  his  death :  "  He  was  go 
near  me  that  my  clothes  were  besmeared  with  hi^  blood  and  brains  which  I  wiped  off  in  some  degree  with 
a  handful  ot  fresh  earth.  The  sight  was  so  shocking  to  many  ot  the  men  that  they  left  their  posts  and 
ran  to  view  him  1  then  ordered  him  to  be  burled  instantly.  A  subaltern  officer  expressed  surprise  that 
I  should  allow  him  to  be  buried  without  having  prayers  said.  I  replied.  'This  is  the  first  man  that  has 
been  kllh  d,  and  the  only  one  that  will  be  buried  to-day.  God  only  knows  who  or  how  many  of  us  will 
fall  before  it  Is  over.'"

John  Pollard  made  his  will  17  July  1772,  at  the  age  of  73.  evidently  when  much 
enfeebled  by  disease  and  age  as  his  signature  is  made  with  a  cross  which  shows  a  trem- 
bling hand.*  The  will  is  of  sufficient  interest  to  present  with  its  original  orthography 
and  punctuation.     The  original  may  be  seen  in  the  Middlesex  Probate  Record,  No.C12595.

2nd  I  give  unto  the  heirs  of  my  son  John  Pollard  Late  of  Rutland  Deceas'd 
six  shillings  which  together  with  what  I  have  don  for  them  &  their  sd  father  is  their  full 
shear  of  my  Estate. 

3rd     I  give  unto  my  son  Jonathan  my  gun. 

4th  I  give  unto  my  daughter  Lucy  Kidder  the  wife  of  Ephreham  Kidder  my  Bed 
and  furneture  which  together  with  what  I  have  don  for  her  is  her  full  shear  of  my  Estate. 

5th  I  give  unto  Isaac  Wyman  only  son  of  my  daughter  Mary  Wyman  deceased  six 
shillings  which  together  with  what  I  have  don  for  him  &  his  mother  is  their  full  shear  of 
my  Estate. 

6th  I  give  unto  my  sons  Jonathan  Pollard  Solomon  Pollard  Asa  Pollard  &  Thaddeus 
Pollard  all  the  rest  of  My  Estate  of  what  name  or  nature  soever  to  be  equally  divided 
amongst  them  which  together  with  what  I  have  don  for  them  is  their  full  shear  of  my 
Estate.  I  constitute  and  appoint  my  son  Jonathan  Pollard  my  executor  of  this  my  last 
will  and  testiment  Revoking  &  Dis-anuling  all  other  or  former  will  or  Executor  by  me 
maid  or  named  ratifying  and  confirming  this  to  be  my  last  will  and  testament  in  witness 
whereof  I  the  said  John  Pollard  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  seventeenth 
day  of  July  1772  in  the  twelfth  year  of  his  Majesties  Reign  "

John  Pollard  died  at  Billerica  11  Nov.   1772  and  his  will  was  admitted  to  Probate  S 
Dec.  1772. 


*  His  signature  made  at  the  settlement  of  his  father's  estate  In  1724  Is  In  a  clear  bold  hand  and 
after  a  lapse  of  lev  years  Is  as  distinct  as  on  the  day  it  was  written.    A  tracing  of  this  is  in  our  possession. 


John  Pollard4  (John'',   Thomas",    WiUliam1)  was  born  at  Billerica  24  June  1729  and 
married  20  Feb.    1748  Sarah,  daughter  of   John    Dean    of   Billerica*;    he    lived   at 
Billerica  until  after  his   first  child  was  born  and  then  removed  to  Suncook,  N.  H. 
where  three  of  his  children  were  born.     About  1760  he  removed  to  Rutland,  Mass.' 
where  he  lived  until  his  death.     His  children  were  as  follows : —

v.       AcnsAir,  b.  4  May  1761  at  Rutland,  Mass.,  m.  David  Nichols.

vii.     Mary5,  b.  24  Sept.  1765  at  Rutland,  Mass.,   m.  Phineas  Warner.     In  the  history  of 

the  Nash  family  she  is  mentioned  as  "Polly"  Pollard  and  is  said  to  have  had  five 

children. 

John  Pollard  died  at  Rutland,  Mass.,  4  May  1768.  In  the  Worcester  Probate  Records, 
To!.  X,  pp.  422-426  are  various  papers  relating  to  the  settlement  of  his  estate.  Among

Polly  his  wife,  all  of  New  Braintree  in  county  and  commonwealth  aforesaid,  in  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  pounds  lawful  money.  *  *  *  *  The  condition  of  the  above 
written  obligation  is  such  that  whereas  Sarah  Pollard,  widow,  and  mother  to  the  above 
bounden  Joel  and  the  above  named  Jonathan,  Achsah,  Persis  and  Polly  was  possessed  o£ 
a  certain  tract  of  land  lying  in  Rutland,  county  aforesaid,  being  a  part  of  her  dower  in 
the  real  estate  of  her  husband,  John  Pollard,  late  of  Rutland  aforesaid  deceased.  *  *  *  " 
The  paper  bears  date  of  15  June  1793  and  the  amount  of  the  money  derived  from  the 
sale  of  the  dower  amounted  to  76  pounds  2  shillings.  Receipts  for  interest  appear  on  this 
paper,  the  last  bearing  date  of  1  June  1803.  A  second  paper  bearing  date  of  IG  July  1701 
is  a  conveyance  from  John  Pollard,  blacksmith,  of  Brookfield  to  Simon  Heald  for  three 
pounds,  of  the  dower  left  by  his  father  John  Pollard.  Sarah  Pollard,  the  mother  appears  to 
have  lived  with  Joel,  her  eldest  son,  after  1793.     She  died  13  May  1S05. 

Jonathan  Pollard5  (John1,  John*,  Thomas'2,  William1,)  was  born  at  Suneook,  N.  FT. 
3  March  1759.*  He  removed  to  New  Braintree,  Mass.  and  married  9  June  176? 
Kezia  Haywardt  (b.  21  Apr.  1768).  Jn  1803  he  removed  to  Cazenovia,  N.  Y.  then 
largely  covered  with  the  primeval  forest.  His  first  home  was  on  the  west  road 
leading  from  Cazenovia  to  New  Woodstock  near  what  was  afterward  the  Lacy  place; 
his  second  house  was  on  the  same  road  a  little  north  of  the  Bliss  place  net  far  from 
the  swamp;  he  then  removed  to  a  house  about  one-fourth  of  a  mile  south  of  New 
Woodstock  on  the  road  to  Shedd's  Corners.  The  apple-trees  standing  on  the  hillside 
back  of  the  house  were  bought  by  his  wife,  Kezia,  with  the  proceeds  of  her  loom.

Jonathan  Pollard  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolution  and  was  in  the  later  campaigns  in 
the  south;  he  was  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Guilford  Court  House  and  left  on  the  field 
unconscious;  on  his  return  to  consciousness  he  discovered  that  the  flies  had  laid  their 
eggs  in  his  wound  and  with  his  jack  knife  he  vigorously  removed  their  larv;e. 

Like  his  ancestors  he  was  a  cooper  by  trade.  His  religious  views  are  known  only 
from  the  inscription  in  his  own  handwriting  on  the  back  of  a  leaf  containing  the  record 
of  his  family  which  was  given  to  his  daughter  Sally,    and   is   now   in   our  possession.     It

was  probably  written  soon  after  the  death  of  his  youngest  son  and  reads  as  follows  : — 
•'Franklin  Pollard  has  laid  this  mortal  distressed  painful  body  aside,  he  is  gone  beyond 
the  bounds  of  pain,  he  sleeps  &:  rests  on  Jesus'  bosom  sweetly  there.  I  shal  soon  fol- 
low his  unseen  tracts  &  though  a  wel  grounded  hope  to  see  the  blessed  smiles  of 
Jesus,  who  says,  Come  ye  blessed  of  my  father  enter  into  my  joy."  In  the  Bible  belong- 
ing to  his  daughter,  Zilpha,  his  last  words  are  recorded  as  follows :  "0  happy  hope! 
glorious  Redeemer,  and  a  never  ending  eternity  beyond  the  vale." 

Jonathan  Pollard  died  1G  Apr.  1821 .  After  his  death  his  wife  Kezia  lived  first  with 
her  daughter,  Sally,  afterwards  in  New  York  with  her  son  Otis  and  after  1832  with  her 
daughter  Isabella.  She  is  remembered  by  many  of  her  grandchildren.  She  was  a  con- 
stant reader  of  the  Bible  and  many  of  her  favorite  Psalms  are  marked  with  crosses.  Her 
last  words  spoken  to  Lucy  Billings,  were:  "Canst  thou  by  searching  find  out  God?" 
She  died  23  Feb.  1843  and  rests  with  her  husband  in  the  cemetery  at  New  Woodstock 
by  the  side  of  their  daughter,  Sally,  whose  loving  hands  placed  above  them  the  simple 
marble  slab  that  marks  their  resting  place.

Otis  Pollard  removed  to  New  York  early  in  life  and  for  many  years  was  engaged  in 
a  prosperous  business.  In  1856  he  suffered  from  partial  paralysis  which  deprived  him  of 
his  speech,  but  he  retained  his  other  mental  and  physical  powers  until  his  death.  During 
the  exciting  days  of  the  war  he  was  intensely  interested  in  the  news  of  the  day  and 
eagerly  listened  to  the  reading  of  the  New  York  Herald  which  he  called  his  "Mr.  Herald." 
He  was  a  mau  of  splendid  physique,  portly  and  above  medium  height.  He  died  31  Mar. 
1870,  at  the  home  of  his  sister  Isabella  with  whom  he  lived  after  1856.  He  is  buried  in 
the  South  Cemetery  at  Cazenovia,  N.  Y.

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The  family  of  Sally  Dean  Pollaid*  had  more  than  the  average  share  of  good  looks 
and  she,  always  of  fine  appearance,  mull  have  been  handsome  in  her  youth.  She  had  a 
commanding  figure,  hazel  eyes,  abundant  chestnut  brown  hair,  fine  teeth  and  a  clear 
complexion.  She  possessed  great  physical  strength  and  powers  of  endurance.  In  girl- 
hood no  hand  was  more  deft,  no  step  more  light  and  quick  than  hers.  She  was  skilled  in 
all  domestic  affairs,  and  had  great  executive  ability.  She  came  to  New  York  State,  the 
great  West  of  the  first  decade  of  our  century,  when  a  child  of  eight,  and  her  educational 
facilities  were  therefore  less  than  those  of  her  older  sisters  who  spent  more  of  their  early 
years  in  New  England,  and  probably  also  less  than  those  of  the  younger  members  of  the 
family.  She  was  remarkably  quick  and  keen  at  repartee,  and  had  she  enjoyed  opportun- 
ities for  education,  would  have  held  a  graphic  pen.  There  is  a  tradition 'in"  the  family  of 
a  lettter  that  she  wrute  vividly  describing  her  experience  on  a  passage  from  Albany  to 
New  York  on  a  steamboat  whose  walking-beam  broke,  and  whose  passengers  believed 
for  a  time  that  death  would  be  their  fate.  Her  will  was  indomitable  and  her  perserve- 
rance  unwearied.  Her  love  of  kindred  amounted  to  a  passion.  She  was  proud-spirited 
and  independent.  Prosperity  would  doubtless  have  rounded  and  softened  the  parts  of 
her  character  which  adversity  had  left  rough  and  angular.  She  made  her  home  with  her 
oldest  daughter  until  her  death,  11  June  18S1.  She  is  buried  by  the  side  of  her  parents 
in  New  Woodstock.

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Calvin  Pollard*  was  a  self-made  man;  having  had  but  few  advantages  in  his  3routh, 
he  was  ready  to  improve  every  opportunity  for  self-culture.  Learning  the  trade  of  a 
carpenter  he  made  himself  master  of  the  art,  and  in  his  early  manhood  came  to  New 
York  with  the  earnest  purpose  to  make  himself  a  name.  He  was  soon  established  in 
business,  and  in  New  York  City  there  are  many  public  buildings  designed  and  built  by 
him,  the  Custom  House  in  Wall  street,  Astor  House  Broadway,  and  the  Tombs,  being 
among  the  number.  His  skill  was  seen  and  known  in  other  cities;  the  City  Hall,  Brook- 
lyn, and  numberless  churches  and  public  buildings  testifying  to  the  appreciation  of  his 
fellow  citizens,  and  the  dream  of  his  youth  to  be  a  skilled  architect  was  accomplished. 
He  had  an  artistic  love  for  the  beautiful  in  all  its  forms.  He  was  a  man  of  rare  presence, 
over  six  feet  in  height,  of  splendid  physique,  and  rather  haughty  carriage,  jet  his  heart 
was  tender  and  smile  so  winning  that  every  one  loved  him.  He  never  turned  a  deaf  ear 
to  the  poor  or  sorrowing,  and  was  ever  ready  to  aid  all  who  were  struggling  for  name 
and  position.  He  had  an  intense  love  for  New  York  City,  and  for  the  land  of  his  birth, 
and  was  in  every  sense  of  the  word  a  true  patriot.  The  disappointment  of  his  life  was 
the  failure  to  build  the  monument  to  Washington  in  New  York  City.  His  plan  was 
accepted,  enthusiasm  seemed  to  swell  the  hearts  of  the  people,  but  it  all  died  out  and  his 
heart  was  broken!  He  died  31  Aug.  1850,  and  is  buried  in  the  Marble  Cemetery,  New 
York  City.

"In  1840  she  made  a  public  confession  of  her  faith  in  Christ,  and  for  many  years  was 
active  in  the  church  of  her  choice.  The  sick  found  in  her  a  skillful  and  faithful  nurse. 
Her  heart  and  hands  always  responded  to  the  calls  of  the  needy  or  distressed,  and  her 
sympathies  were  quick  and  strong  for  oppressed  or  suffering  humanity  throughout  the 
world.  Her  mind  was  active  and  she  read  much,  keeping  herself  conversant  with 
current  events.

"To  the  last  she  retained  her  mental  faculties  in  a  remarkable  degree.     She  appreci-

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ated  keenly  whatever  was  beautiful  in  art,  literature,  and  above  all  in  nature,  watching 
with  intense  delight  the  changing  clouds,  or  the  glowing  tints  of  the  sunset  sky.  Her 
cheerfulness  was  noteworthy,  and  her  sweet  smile  always  came  as  she  welcomed  her 
friends." 

She  outlived  all  her  generation,  reaching  her  92nd  year.  A  picture  was  taken  a  few 
months  before  her  death  which  contained  four  generations  besides  herself.  She  died  1G 
Nov.  1890  and  is  buried  at  East  Wilson,  N.  Y.  As  the  end  drew  near  she  said:  ''I  am 
not  afraid  to  go  to  my  Father's  house."

John  Pollard,  unlike  his  two  brothers,  was  a  man  of  slender  figure.  He  was  a  wood 
carver  and  practiced  his  art  in  Albany,  N.  Y.  until  he  was  obliged  to  give  it  up  on  account 
of  poor  health.  He  then  traveled  extensively  through  the  South  where  he  met  the  lady 
who  became  his  wife  and  was  married  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.  He  then  .lived  in  New  York 
City  until  1835  when  he  removed  to  Niagara  Co.  He  was  an  artist  from  early  youth, 
working  with  pencil,  crayon  and  brush,  and  with  both  oil  and  water  colors.  He  excelled 
in  flower  pieces,  as  he  was  a  true  lover  of  flowers  and  cultivated  them  with  exquisite 
taste.  His  artistic  powers  received  new  impetus  in  the  later  years  of  his  life.  He  died

Isabella  Pollardt  as  a  child  was  intelligent,  thoughtful  and  self-reliant  beyond  her 
years.  At  the  early  age  of  nine  she  left  the  paternal  roof  and  became  an  inmate  of  the 
home  of  Mr.  Luke  May.  Here  by  her  diligence  and  fidelity  she  soon  won  the  respect 
and  afterwards  the  love  of  the  household. 

She  had  the  benefit  of  such  educational  advantages  as  were  afforded  by  the  district 
school,  which  she  was  allowed  to  attend  during  the  winter.  Her  religious  training  in  this 
family  was  thoroughly  Calvinistic.  Out  of  her  Westminster  catechism,  suspended  from 
the  head  of  her  spinning-wheel,  she  learned,  as  she  spun  her  daily  task, — "  What  is  the 
chief  end  of  man?"  and  on  Sundays  in  the  old  Presbyterian  Church  on  the  green,  gravely 
listened  to  the  terrors  of  the  law  as  expounded  by  Dr.  Brown.  Here  among  her  young 
associates  was  laid  the  foundation  of  friendships  which  lasted  for  a  lifetime.  At  the  age 
of  eighteen  she  followed  the  fortunes  of  her  brothers  and  an  older  sister,  to  the  then  far- 
distant  city  of  New  York.  There  she  found  a  home  with  her  sister  Persis  Farnham. 
She  soon  found  her  way  to  the  Universalist  Church  in  whose  doctrines  she  became,  and 
always  remained  a  firm  believer.

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mainder  of  her  life  was  to  be  her  home.  How  she  discharged  her  trust  to  the  three 
motherless  children  of  whom  she  henceforth  had  the  care,  is  best  attested  by  the  fact  that 
when,  in  mature  years  and  in  homes  of  their  own,  the  daughters  drew  nigh  unto  death, 
they  claimed  her  motherly  care  and  desired  her  loving  ministrations  to  the  last.  And 
when  tidings  of  her  own  death  were  flashed  over  the  wires  to  the  far-distant  home  of  the 
son,  he  traveled  day  and  night  that  he  might  be  present  at  her  burial.  To  her  own  four 
children  she  was  a  faithful  mother,  and  they  hold  her  in  loving  remembrance.  Four  of 
her  nieces  early  left  motherless,  found  in  her  a  faithful  friend,  and  with  her  a  home. 
Several  other  children,  poor  but  worthy,  were  taken  into  her  home,  cared  for  and  seut  to 
school. 

In  the  midst  of  her  busy  life  she  found  time  to  watch  the  progress  of  the  nation. 
Her  husband,  a  careful  reader  of  the  Albany  Evening  Journal  and  afterwards  the  Tribune, 
helped  her  to  a  clear  understanding  of  the  political  situation.  She  early  espoused  the 
anti-slavery  cause,  and  gave  to  the  oppressed  her  warmest  sympathy.  When  the  clouds 
of  Civil  War  settled  over  our  land,  she  with  her  husband  gave  of  their  best  though  in 
sorrow  and  tears. 

Her  mind  was  richly  stored  with  gems  of  thought  culled  from  the  old  poets  and  also 
those  of  modern  times.  From  her  youth  she  habitually  read  the  Scriptures,  and  in  later 
years  she  carefully  instructed  her  young  charges  therein.  The  writer  well  remembers  a 
winter  spent  at  home  when  Margaret  Pollard,  a  winning  child  of  twelve  summers  and 
G-eorge,  the  youngest  son,  were  school  chiidren.  No  matter  how  urgent  the  duties  of  the 
hour,  before  they  left  for  school  she  seated  herself  with  her  mother's  well-worn  Bible  and 
each  read  aloud  a  Psalm. 

Very  lovingly  she  cared  for  her  aged  husband  and  afflicted  brother,  and  when  after 
years  of  helplessness  they  passed  peacefully  away,  for  a  while  it  seemed  to  her  that  her 
life-work  was  done,  but  she  lived  many  years  to  enjoy  her  home  and  the  friends  who 
gathered  around  her.  The  last  summer  of  her  life  she  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  her  four 
children  together  in  the  old  home,  and  it  was  to  her  a  time  of  pure  enjoyment. 

She  faded  with  the  dying  year  and  quietly  surrounded  by  loved  ones  breathed  her 
last  (8  Oct.  18SG).  It  was  a  lovely  October  afternoon  when  we  laid  her  to  rest  in  the 
old  South  burying  ground,  side  by  side  with  those  she  cared  for  so  tenderly  in  life. 
Though  sleeping,  long  will  the  memory  of  a  life  of  usefulness  and  devotion  live  in  the 
hearts  of  her  friends.

Melina  Pollard*  spent  several  years  of  her  early  life  with  an  older  sister  in  New  York 
City.  She  was  amiable  and  very  attractive,  being  fretmently  called  by  her  friends  "beautiful 
Melina."  Her  activity  was  something  remarkable;  anecdotes  have  been  told  about  that 
trait  which  would  hardly  be  believed,  still  they  are  well  authenticated  by  eye-witnesses. 
At  the  a«e  of  twenty- five  she  was  married  near  Cazenovia  village,  to  Oliver  Bird  of  Port 
Gibson,  N.  Y.,  a  man  whose  name  was  a  synonym  for  integrity  in  that  part  of  the  country. 
Melina  removed  with  him  to  his  home  and  truly  proved  a  helpmeet  to  him.  It  was  her 
ambition  to  make  home  happy,  and  if  she  had  a  fault  it  was  that  she  never  spared  her 
strength.  Five  children  were  born  to  them,  two  of  whom  died  in  infancy.  The  other 
three  are  yet  living.  Besides  attending  to  her  household  duties  she  was  never  too  weary 
to  attend  upon  any  of  the  sick  when  called  upon.  She  was  a  careful  nurse  and  could 
dress  a  wound  as  skillfull)'  as  many  of  the  physicians  of  that  locality.  In  the  great 
"Fuller  Revival"  of  '42  and  '43  she  became  a  member  of  the  M.  E.  Church  society  at 
Port  Gibson,  and  from  that  time  until  the  day  of  her  death  made  religion  the  principal 
business  of  her  life,  never  forgetting  her  profession  during  the  arduous  duties  devolving 
upon  her  as  a  farmer's  wife.  Frankness  was  one  of  her  characteristics,  and  when  she 
gave  an  opinion  on  any  subject  there  was  no  "uncertain  sound"  about  it.  She  died  Nov. 
12,  1854,  in  the  "triumph  of  living  faith."  Her  religious  example  bad  yielded  fruit,  her 
three  children  all  being  then  members  in  good"  standing  of  Methodist  churches.  Though 
by  no  means  aged  yet  if  "  that  life  is  long  that  answers  life's  great  end,"  in  that  sense  she 
had  fulfilled  her  mission  as  fully  as  though  she  had  lived  to  be  "three-score  and  ten."  As 
she  lay  dead  an  old  gentleman  remarked,  "  the  poor  people  in  this  vicinity  have  lost  their 
best  friend."     She  is  buried  at  Port  Gibson,  N.  Y.
